They Are Told of Need for 
$600,000 to Be Sought in 
Next Week’s Crisis Cam- 


paign. 


The first large gift to the Crisis 
Campaign, to be conducted next 
week for the raising of $600,000 for 
emergency unemployment relief, 
was announced at the meeting of 
the Firms division of the campaign, 
held yesterday afternoon jn the 
new Courthouse, with an attend- 


ance of 800 commercial and indus- 
trial executives. The gift was $132,- 
679.75 from Anheuser-Busch, Inc., 
its subsidiaries and employes, 

Several anonymous gifts have 
been received, it was announced, 
the largest being $1000. 

The meeting space was the east 
half of the unfinished ninth floor 
of the new building. The meeting 
was a business-like one, lasting an 
hour, with short speeches which 
told the assembled executives what 
was needed, and what was asked 
of them and of their firms. 

Envelopes prepared in advance 
for the firms, containing pledge 
ecards for executives and employes, 
and a suggested quota for the con- 
tribution of each firm, independent 
of the gifts of its personnel, were 
given out by a corps of business 
college students. These students, 
mostly girls, are the unpaid work- 
ers in the Crisis Committee’s no- 
expense campaign, being conducted 
from the City Pall rotunda. 

Material Mailed to Absentees. 

Envelopes not claimed by 

firms for which they were  pré- 
pared were taken back to City 
Hall, to be matiéd tothe virins at 
once, The only item for which 
money is being spent in the cam- 
paign is postage stamps, it was 
announced by Jules ~ ield, secretary 
to the Mayor, who ig campaign di- 
rector. All other supplies, and all 
service, are being donated. 
- Members of the Crisis Committee 
sat on a platform at the south end 
of the unfinished double courtroom 
About 500 chairs ‘were provided, 
and many stood on the rough con- 
crete floor. Field made the an- 
nouncements and introductions 

“This is not a pleasant’ thing for 
me to do,’”*’ Mayor Miller said in his 
brief opening speech. “But I felt 
it my duty to see that St. Louis shall 
keep up fits record of taking care 
of its own needy. Every dollar you 
give or raise will not only go to 
feed the needy, but will help to 
preserve your business and pom 
bly your physical being.” 


Praises Woman’s Division.

J. D. Perry Francis, broker, gen- 


eral chaifman of the Crisis Com- 
mittee, said that. the campaign, or- 
ganized in the past eight days, had 
received a remarkable response, 
and he commended the woman’s 
division in particular. “I cannot 
estimate now what we expect from 
the different divisions,’ he said. “If 
we all do our duty, we shall raise 
this $600,000.” 

A. & Shapleigh, jobber, chairman 
of the firms division, said e 
thought the business community re- 
algged the task before it, and said 
he hoped to be proud, after the 
completion of the campaign, of 
the showing of the business houses. 

Tom K. Smith, banker, chairman 
of the Citizens’ Committee on Re- 
lief and Employment, told of the 
necessity which had called forth 
the committee, and of its plan of 
working through the established 
and experienced agencies, through 
which in 1931 it spént almost $1,- 
000,000. It has established a cen- 
tral application bureau, an employ- 
ment office and a clothing bureau, 
but he said it would be ready to go 
cut of business when the need 
should cease, “with nobody depend- 
ing on us for a position.”

“This year,”’ Smith said, “we have 
sten the need increasing, and we 
had to spend $200,006 in January.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—An ef- 


fort to amend the Glass-Steagall 
credit expansion bill in Senate and 
House conference to enable banks 


with a capitaiization above $2,- 
000,000 to benefit was indicated to- 
day in administration quarters. 
President Hoover, it was learned, 
would look with favor upon an 
agreement to make this section 
without restriction, dnabling all 
banks to borrow up to 6 per cent 
of their total deposits. 

President Hoover was pleased, 
however, both with the form of 
the emergency credit expansion 
bill and the speed with which: it 
was passed. Senator Walcott 
(Rep.), Connecticut, informed Mr. 
Hoover the measure would be 
placed before Senate and House 
conferees Tuesday morning, and 
that the measure conld be laid up- 
on the President's desk Wednesday.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—With- 
out a record vote, the Senate late 
yesterday passed the Glass bill to 
liberalize the Federal Reserve Act. 
The bill will go te conference, 


where minor differences between 
the Glass billand the Steagall bill, 
upproved earlier this week by the 
House, will be froned ou‘. 

Immediately a‘ter approving the 
bill, the Senate. adjourned .. until 
Monday, when there will be a joint 
session of the Senate and the House 
to celebrate the anniversary of 
Washington's birthday. 

Senator Glass (Dem.), Virginia, 
heads the Senate conferees, with 
Senators Walcot, Connecticut, and 
Townsend, Delaware, both Repub- 
licans. Early agreement is expect- 
ed between the Senate and House. 

Chairman Steagall of the Bafk- 
ing Committee heads the House 
conferees. Otbers named by 
Speaker Garner are Representatives 
Brand of Georgia and Stevenson of 
South Carolina, Democrats, and Mc- 
Fadden of Pennsylvania and Strong 
of Kansas, Republicans. 

Provisions of Bill. 

The Glass bill«has three main di- 
visions: 

1. It authorizes as a permanent 
fixture in the Federal Reserve Sys- 
tem a modified form of the  s0- 
called “Lombard loans,” a_ central 
banking device extensively used in 
Europe in time of emergency. Vive 
or more member banks, after or- 
ganizing into a group, are author- 
ized to borrow money to protect 
weaker banks in the group on col- 
lateral heretofore ineligible for dis- 
count at Federal Reserve banks. 
Such loans must be underwritten 
by all the banks In the group and 
can be obtained only after the 
banks have exhausted their eligi- 
ble paper. Such loans must be ap- 
proved by six members of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board in Washington. 
The paper securing the loans can- 
not be used as securtiy for Vederal 
Reserve currency. 

2. As an emergency measure, the 
bill authorizes Federal Reserve 
banks to lend money on promis- 
sory notes of certain individual 
member banks “in exceptional and 
exigent circumstances,” on security 
heretofore ineligible for discount. 
The original Senate bill limited 
such loans to banks with capital of 
$500,000 or less. An amendment 
proposed by Senator Townsend 
(Rep.) of Delaware, raising - the 
capita] limit to $2,000,000, was ac- 
cepted by the Senate. Banks that 
have not exhausted their eligible 
paper cannot obtain such loans. 
The original bill Uimited the mak- 
ing of such loans to one year, The 
Senate, however, accepted un amend- 
ment of Senator Thomas (Dem.) of 
Oklahoma extending,the time to 
two years. The amendment was 
unacceptable to Senator-Glass and 
may be eliminated tn the Senate 
and House conference. Collateral 
securing this type of loans to indi- 
vidual banks cannot be used as a 
basig for issuing Federal Reserve 
currency. 

3. As an emergency measure, the 
bill authorizes Federal Keserve 
‘banks to issue currency against dj- 
rect obligations of the Federa] Gov- 
ernment, which in the past have 
been eligible for discount, but not 
for currency issue. Secretary Mills 
has estimated that the wmwaximum

Pressure Move. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—A pe- 

tition whose signers include New- 

ton D. Baker has been sent to 


President Hoover urging that the 
United States inform the League of 
Nations it will concur in any eco- 
nomic pressure the latter may bring 
in an éffort to stop fighting be- 
tween the Japanese and Chinese, 

The petition says: 

The United States is not a mem- 
ber of the League, but it is a party 
to the Kellogg-Briand pact and 
there can be no doubt that. Japan 
contrary to that pact, has sought 
to settle a dispute by other than 
pacific means. What will our Gov- 
ernment do? Will it refuse to 
sever commercial relations and 
thereby prevent almost all the 
world from bringing to bear eco- 
nomic pressure which will certain- 
ly stop the present bloodshed; or 
will it act in harmony with other 
nations to stop it? 

“We appeal to the President and 
Congress to signify to the Leageu 
that we will concur in economic 
measures it may take to restore 
peace.” 

There was no comment on the 
petition at the White House, Theo- 
dore Joslin, one of t President's 
secretaries, explained: e is 
nothing to be said here about it.” 

Congressional authority to’ fdr- 
bid the issuance of elearance pa- 
pers to American-ships bound for 
Japanese ports is regarded as nec- 
essary in the event economic pres- 
‘sure agdinst Japan should be de- 
cided on.

JAPANESE TO PROTEST AGAINST 
RAID BY AMERICAN MARINES 


U, 8. Officera Say They Found Sig- 
nalling Equipment and Mu- 
nitions in Billet.

SHANGHAI, Feb. 20.—Warly this 
morning the Japanese command 
announced a protest would be ffied 
with the United States Consulate 
against a raid by American marines 
on a cotton mill near the American 
patrol lines where several Japanese 
soldiers were billeted., 

The marines, the Japanese said, 
announced they were searching for 
signalling apparatus, The Japanese 
said they had made their search 
unnecessarily thorough and had in- 
vaded the ladies’ bath, which was 
occupied at the time, 

Marine officers said they found 
not only signalling apparatus but 
also a quantity of munitions. Fur- 
ther, they said this was not the 
first time they had discovered the 
Japanese using the American sec- 
tor as a signalling base. In the 
past few days, they said, several 
Japanese had been taken into cus- 
tody when they were caught in the 
act of signalling from house tops.

TOKIO, Feb. 20.—The Japanese 
Government prepared today to have 
a strong delegation at Geneva 
March 3, when the League of Na- 
tions Assembly will convene in ex- 
traordinary session to consider the 
Chinese-Japanese controversy. A 
Japanese effort to prevent § the 
meeting was voted down by the 
League Council. 

A Foreign Office spokesman said 
the Japanese delegation probably 
would include Tsuneo Matsudaira, 
Naotake Sato and Shigeru Yoshida. 
Matsudaira is Ambassador to Lon- 
don, and Yoshida Ambassador to 
Rome, Sato is the Japanese repre- 
sentative on the League of Nations 
Council, 

Sato sent the last-minute appeal 
of the League Council for extension 
of the ultimatum period of the For- 
eign Office early today, but almost 
as s00n as the communication 
reached the desks of high officials, 
newsboys were crying extras about 
the big battle at Shanghatl. 

The Government immediately pre- 
pared a reply to the Leag@e Coun- 
cil, It will be received by Foreign 
Minister Kenkichi Yoshizawa, and 
probably transmitted to Geneva to- 
mnorrow. 

Officials explained that the 
League Council's appeal to Japan 
was “highly trregular,” and said 
Japan would not reply directly to 
the appeal, but would send a let- 
ter to Acting President Pauj-Bon- 
cour acknowledging his letter and 
inclosing a statement to ell the 
Powers in reply to the acctisations 
contained in the appeal.

SHANGHAT, Feb. 21. (Sunday). 
—Pounded all day yesterday by 
Japan's big guns, the Chinese re- 
serve lines were weakening early 
this morning as Japanese infantry 
began a frontal and flanking 
movement against the front line 
in the Chapel sector, 

The Chinese were putting up 
stiff resistance although there 
+were hundreds of dead and 
wounded in the Chinese support 
lines after the long antillery bom- 
bardment and a series of air raids. 

Apparently the Japanese 
strategy followed that which be- 
came familiar in the World War, 
in which the attack falls first on 
the reserves, with the infantry 
then going over.

The Japanese lost three dead and 
12 wounded, and for a time before 
they drove off the attackers it 
uppeared they would not be able to 
hold the town. Reinforcements 
were sent down from Kiron and 
Changchun and Japanese scouting 
planes flew over the scene of the 
fighting. 

The Japanese command  pre- 
viously had sent troops from 
Changchun to Kirin to maintain 
control of the Kirin-Tunhua Ratl- 
way which the South Manchu-ian 
Railway built for the Chinese and 
which is now under, Japanese con- 
trol, 

The city of Tunhua.thus acquired 
great importance in the Japanese 
plans, which were to continue the 
Kirin-Tunhua line direct to the 
Korean border, giving the Jap- 
unese direct railway access to the 
heart of Manchuria. 

Reports from Harbin said Gen. 
Mah Chan-shan had sent 2000 of 
his cavalry troops to Payen, north- 
east of Harbin, to disperse rem- 
nants of Ting Chao’s army which 
were reported to be looting that 
district. ‘Ting Chao defended Har- 
bin for several days until he was 
driven out by the Japanese unier 
Gen. Jiro Tamon.

JAPAN'S DEMAND 


‘Sovereignty and National 
Honor at Stake,’ Nanking 
Says—‘Tokio Determined 
on War.’

NANKING, Feb. 20.—The  Chi- 
nese National Government, in an 
official statement today, explaining 
its rejection of the Japanese de- 
mand for the military evacuation 
of Shanghai, charges that Japan 
is “determined on war.” 

Since the Japanese were “renew- 
ing the attack on a large scale 
and with greater violence,” the 
Government’s statement says, the 
Chinese troops Were forced to re- 
sist to the best of their ability be- 
cause-“China’s sovereignty and na- 
tional honor are at stake.’’ 

“After 20 days of bombardment 
an incessant attack in the Chapei 
and Woosung district,” the state- 
ment says, “by all kinds of imple- 
ments of war which inflicted 
enormous loss of life and property 
On innumerable innocent Chinese, 
the Japanese force: at Shanghai, 
through Lieutenant-General Ken- 
kichi Uyeda, delivered an ultima- 
tum. 

“These unexpected and excessive 
demands came from a Government 
which professes to be at peace with 
China.’’ 

They constituted, the commu- 
nique continues, “not only a blow 
to the Chinese people-but.a direct 
challenge to the authority of the 
League of Nations and the sanctity 
of the KeNogg Pact, the Nine-Pow- 
er Treaty and similar agreements.” 
China was unable to accept the 
demands, the statement continues, 
“in spite of the desire of Chinese 
officials to avoid further  blood- 
shed” and it adds that Japan has 
“turned a deaf ear on all” peace 
entreaties.’’ 

“She is determined on war,” it

At sundown, however, 
most of the shattered village of 
Kiangwan was still in Chinese 
hands. 

As a result of the day’s few 
gains, the Japanese front was 
straightenned out almost in a di- 
rect line from Chapei to Woosung 
Creek, and only the Kiangwan sec- 
tor had not been crossed. 

On the right and left flank the 
Japanese encountered little opposi- 
tion. They took the village of Miau 
Hang Chah, north of Kiangwan, 
without any trouble, and another 
Village, Mang Zag Ka, with scarce- 
ly greater difficulty. 


Woosung Village in Ruins. 
The village of Woosung, sub- 
jected to intermittent shelling for 


the last two weeks, was in ruins 
this morning as a result of the ter- 
rific bombardment of yesterday.

Most Reserve Banks Included. 


Glass has said that by raising 
the capital limitation from $600,000 
to $2,000,000 anly 136 of the 7600 
member banks would be barred 
from obtaining individual loans on 
their promissory note. He orig- 
inally proposed that only isolated 
member banks with capital of 
$300,000 or less be permitted to ob- 
tain such loans. The Banking and 
Currency Committee increased this 
limitation to $500,000, and when 
Townsend offered the administra- 
tion amendment to put the limit at 
$2,000,000, Glass told the Senate 
that he accepted it.

CONDEMNED CHICAGO SLAYER 
OF WOMAN GETS NEW TRIAL 


State Supreme Court Reverses Case 
Said to Involve Plot for 
_Insurance. 

By the Associated Press. 

‘ SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Feb. 20.— 
The death sentence imposed on 
Julius Frank Maynard, Chicago, 
for the fatal beating of Julia Hawk- 
ins, 50 years old, on Jun. 30, 1930, 
was reversed-by the Supreme Court 
yesterday and the case remanded 
Defense was based on 
a plea of insanity. 

It was charged in the lower court 
that Maynard plotted the death of 
the woman, because in making out 
wills for her as4 her husband, 
the late W. A. Hawkins, he made 
himself a beneficiary.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
Tons Post-Dispatch has flunked a fine 


chance to serve the city and enhance 

its reputation for constructive journal- 
ism.

Banks are 
required to exhaust their eligible paper before at- 
tempting to borrow upon assets not previously eligi- 
ble. Loans can; be made only “in exceptional and 
exigent circumstances,” and the operation of the plan 
is limited to a period of one year by the House Dill 
and two years by the Senate’s, the differences to be 
decided in conference. It is the purpose. of these 
provisions, by making Federal Reserve facilities 
available to member banks, ‘to restore confidence 
in the banking system, effectively check hoarding, 
call funds out .of hiding and thus ease the credit 
stringency.

Safety Council and License Law. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

EFERWUING to the letter signed “Ex- 
R xemver of Safety Council,” stating 

that the subject of a drivers’ license 
law several years ago “found little sup- 
port in that body” and “any mention of 
a drivers’ license law was frowned upon 
by the maiority of members.” 

Such a statement could hardly be 
farther from the truth. As early as 1922, 
at public meetings held by the St. Louis 
Safety Council, it was announced that 
the Safety Council would sponsor safety 
legislation, and an attempt was made to 
fet a bill before the constitutional con- 
vention., From then on, the safety Coun- 
cil continued to agitate and to work for 
such legislation, a drivers’ license law, 
etc, On May 20-21, 1925, the safety 
Council conducted a conference on street 
and highway safety, patterned after tho 
national conference on street and high- 
way safety. This conference, among 
other important recommendations, made 
the following: 


That no one be permitted to drive an auto- 
mobile or truck without a license issued only 
after proving adequate ability. There is at least 
as much reason Jor an automobile driver to be 
qualified as an engineer of a bviler to be h- 
censed, We would etrongly urge upon the leris- 
lative bodies that licenses of fitness be required 
of automobile drivers before being allowed to 
operate these powerlu!l engines of Tistrattion on 
our highways. For cases of criminal negligence, 
the license should be revoked and the guilty party 
deprived of driving a car for a certain length 
of time. This rule shouid salen bly in case of 
repeaters whe continue to break ‘the aw. 


During the 1931 Legislature, the 8t, 
Louis Safety Council sponsored the pro- 
posed drivers’ license, financial responsi- 
bility and the highway patrol bills, which 
its legislative committee had previously

This move makes 
an increase of $2,500,000,000 in outstanding Federal 
Reserve notes a mathematical possibility. Such an 
expansion in the currency, if -it were not hoarded 
but were put into circulation, would boost prices, 
revive business and re-establish capital values, It 
is unlikely, however, that any such expansion can 
take place. Such large sums can be pumped into cir- 
culation only as. business demands them, and this 
business demand today is non-existent. This provi- 
sion, too, has its dangers. It does not reduce the gold 
backing of our currency, to be sure, and its opera- 
tion will be limited to two years or less. 

If business recovers within that time, the Reserve 
banks will be able to replace the Government securt-_ 
ties behind the Reserve notes with commercial paper 
and the flexibility of our currency will be restored. 
But if business goes from bad*to worse, we will have 
lost flexible currency based on commercial paper and 
will have in its place an inflexible circulation medi- 
um based upon Gevernment bonds. One of the chief 
achievements of the original Federal Reserve. Act 
will have thus been destroyed. | 

The consequences of the Glass-Steagall bill, thére- 
fore, depend entirely on the future of business. If 
the plan should, as designed, put a stop to the fail- 
ure of-national banks and restore confidence in the 
banking system, it will create a situation psychologic. | 
ally favorable to business. recovery, and the conse- 
quences will be good.

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UNCLE SAM HELPS THE DRUGGISTS. 
The benefits of intensive trade surveys.are gen- 
erally recognized, for dealers thereby are brought to 
improve their methods, while some benefits go down 
the line to the customer as well. A way now has 
been devised for getting these surveys made at least 
possible expense to the lines concerned—by letting 
the Government do it. The Census Bureau obligingly 
counted radio sets two years ago for the radio in- 
dustry, and now the Department of Commerce,’ with 
co-operation of the dealers, is in the midst of a drug 
store survey in St, Louis. Looking over the stores, 
their methods “and their customers is not erlough, 
however, for the inquisitory questionnaire is being 
brought into play.

Speaking, as we were yesterday, of subjecting dry 
appropriations to the same ax now falling upon other 
governmental expenditures, it develops that the Bu- 
reau of Industrial Alcohol has put in a minor econ- 
omy.

Form 1402 is the blank book in which physicians are 
required to enter data on liquor prescriptions. It 
seems the bureau has exhausted its supply of these 
books and lacks funds to replenish it. So physicians, 
in addition to the humiliation of being required to 
account for every drop of liquor prescribed for the 
sick, must now spend their own money to comply 
with a bureaucratic order. It is Jike asking citizens 
to supply their own income tax forms or to fashion 
their own automobile license \tags. 

This is dry economy on a truly Lilliputian scale. In 
the meantime, it will be of no comfort to physicians 
to remind them that dry agents last year spent $134,- 
842 on purchases of liquor and “beverages,” and $46,- 
233 on meals and room rent. 
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PROF. KLAMON ON THE MILK WAR. 


Association at St. Jacob, lll, Prof. J. M. Klamon of 
Washington University indicted the Pevely. Dairy 
Co, for attempting to impose economic servitude upon 
the farmers and for using Federal injunctions and 
private detectives to further its cause in the 
milk war. He also denounced the milk house “mora- 
torium” of Health Commissioner Starkloff, saying: 
“It is not the function of the Health Commissioner's 
office to be used for the benefit of any one company 
against the farmers of the vicinity. It is most dis 
cour@ging to see the office used in this fashion.” 
Prof. Klamon’s discussion of the principles in- 
volved in the milk war gains impressiveness because 
of his disinterestedness, His participation arises 
solely from his position as a student of economic 
problems, While the contest between the Pevely 
company and the farmers began as a private fight, 
the Pevely company’s tactics have given it certain 
public implications. We refer to its three-time refu- 
sal to arbitrate, and to its denjal of the farmers’ un- 
doubted right to sell their products collectively. One 
of the principal functions of the Federal Farm Board 
is to aid farmers in setting up co-operative groups. 
Of the eventual outcome of the milk war, assuming 
the farmers purswe-it, there can be little doubt. 
The principles of arbitration and co-operative selling 
of farm. products are everywhere considered ele 
mental factors in economic disputes. To repudiate 
these principles would throw us back into the. eco- 
nomic dark ages. * 


JAPAN’S ELECTION. 

Election of a new lower house of the Japanese Diet 
today is being watched with interest for its possible 
‘effect on that country’s policy toward China. The} 
Seiyukai party, now in power, is committed to mili- 
tary action to redress Japan’s grievances against the 
Chinese. ‘The Minselto, or liberal; party has favored 
settlement by diplomatic means, although not always 
able to control the military clique. The dominant 
position of the militaristg in Japan’s Government 
gives the present ruling party a great advantage, 
backed as it is by the wave of nationalist feeling that 
has prevailed since the action against Chima began. 
The sacrosanct character of the Emperor also blocks 
popular criticism $f his Government's tactics. 

Nevertheless, betting odds in Tokio are said to be 
3 to 2 in favor of the Minseito group. This senti- 
ment is said by Upton Close, the eminent authority 
on Oriental affairs, to be based on the feeling that 
the Government will not dare to make extensive use 
of bribery or police interference at the polls. Other

BRAHMS. SYMPHONY

ONDUCTOR VLADIMIR 
C GOLSCHMANN offered’another 
‘orchestral program to the pa- 
trons of the St. Louis Symphony 
Society at yesterday afternoon's 
performance in the Odeon. It was, 
as usual, a welcome diversion from 
the parade of soloists. The chief 
event of the day was the F Major 
Symphony by Johanness Brahms. 
The performance of the orches- 
tra was entirely admirable when 
considered as an example of profi- 
ciency with the baton or as a dem- 
onstration of the potentialities of 
the local band in the matters of 
tone quality, precision and balance. 
In fact, if one agreed with Mr. 


'Golschmann’s interpretation, it was 


a good performance in every re- 
spect. 

From the viewpoint. of at least 
one person in the audience, how- 
ever, the greatness of the first 
movement was slighted in favor of 
something more gracious but less 
important and since the first move- 
ment establishes the character of 
the whole work one’s attitude to- 
ward the whole was affected ac- 
cordingly. 

The F Major symphony is some- 
times alluded to—though obvious- 
ly not by Mr. Golschmann—as 
Brahms’ Heroic Symphony. The 
justification for such an allusion 
may be found not only in the con- 
tours and inward character of the 
music but in the directions through 
which the composer undertook to 
control the tempo, dynamics and 
general expression of the music. By 
making the tempo a little more 
deliberate than the urgent music 
would seem to require, by toning 
down thé accents and flattening 
out the dynamic swells and by 
other more subtle remoldings of 
the melodic material, Mr. Golsch- 
mann transiated the allegro con 
brio of the first movement as Al- 
legro con grazia and stuck by it. 

The seeond movement was beau- 
tifully rendered. The pulseless 
character of the middle sections 


could hardly have been more deftly 


managed. But in the Poco Alle- 
gretto, the tempo was again too 
slow, with the result that the open- 
ing theme, already carrying its full 
load of sentiment, became  over- 
sweet. But even with all this, if 
the first movement had been car- 
ried out in the same spirit that Mr. 
Golschmann undertook the final

Roosevelt, Governor-General of the 
Philippines, with Mrs. Roosevelt 
and their daughter, Grace, lunched 


with the Emperor and Empress of 
Japan at the Imperial Palace to- 
day. The conversation of Emperor 
Hirohito and Roosevelt was de- 
voted chiefly to hunting. 

The Emperor showed a great fa- 
miliarity and a keen interest in 
Roosevelt's expeditions into Cen- 
tral Asia and Indo-China. -He ex- 
pressed appreciation of the many 
friendly acts of the late President 
Theodore Roosevelt.

mediation. The Foreign Minister 
told the President that Japan 
might find it necessary to annex 
Korea, According to Baron 
Komura’s account, Roosevelt ex- 
pressed his approval of the plan 
and five years later made good his 
expression of sympathy and under- 
standing, the official said, by with- 
drawing the United States legation 
from Seoul! before any other Power 
acted similarly after the actual an- 
nexation had taken place,

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NEW BILL TO REGULATE 
SERVICE CARS OFFERED 


Drastic -Measure Presented to 
Aldermen at Request 
of ‘Mayor. 


Drastic regulation or service cars, 
on much broader lines than hereto- 
fore, is proposed in a bill’ intro- 
duced in ‘the Board of Aldermen 
yesterday at the request of Mayor 
Miller. The present ordinance on 
the subject would be repealed and 
the bill would be effective immedi- 
ately upon approval by the Mayor, 
if passed. 

Service car control would be 
transferred from the Director of 
Streets and Sewers to the Director 
of Public Utilities, in accordance 
with the City Counselor's opinion 
that the charter requires this. The 
bill would give the Board of Pub- 
lic Service wide latitude in deter- 
mining whéther service cars should 
receive permits. The board would 
consider whether service cars would 
offer needless or unfair competi- 
tion to trolleys and busses, and 
whether the public required the 
service cars. Other factors it would 
consider would be traffic conges- 
tion and safety, financial responsi- 
bility of applicants and type of 
equipment. . 

Permits could be suspended or 
revoked by the board. The annual 
license fee would be $50 a car. The 
present charge is one-half of the 
price for State license tags, the 
maximum being $20 and the charge 
for many machines only $5.50. 
Drivers, who would have to be 
licensed as chauffeurs by the 
State, would be charged $2 for in- 
ittal licenses as service car opera- 
tors and $1 for annual renewals, 
They pay $1 a year now. 

Liability insurance of $10,000 for 
injury to one person, $20,000 for 
injury to two or more persons and 
$5000 for property damage would 
have to be carried. At present the 
limits for personal injury are $5000 
and $10,000 and property damage 
liability insurance is not requireth 


companies providing the insurance 
would have to be approved as to 
responsibility by the Comptroller 
and the policy forms would be sub- 
ject to the City Counselor’s ap- 
proval.

DOUBTS INCREASED CREDIT 
CAN DISPEL ECONOMIC CLOUDS 


Dr. J. Ray Cable Says Cutting Ex- 
penses, Rather Than Increasing 
Debts Is Today’s Necessity. 

Earning power rather than in- 
creased credit is an economic ne- 
cessity today, Dr. J. Ray Cable, as- 
sociate professor of finance ard 
banking. at Washington University, 
said last night at a meeting of the 
American Association of University 
Professors at the School of Fine 
Arts of the university. 

“The new proposed remedies be- 
gin at the wrong end,” Dr. Cable 
declared, “for the cure of too much 
debt is not more debt. Cutting ex- 
penses rather than increasing debts 
still remains the road out of finan- 
cial difficulty. High-pressure sales- 
manship and easy credits have 
overreached themselves and more 
credit to enable more of the same 
thing to be done is nota _ solution 
of our present troubles. 

“Emergency legislation does not 
attempt to go to the root of the 
matter. It is a credit prescription 
and ts being offered to patients :il- 
ready suffering from excessive bor- 
rowing. As such it has little to 
commend it except for immediate 
relief from distress. Perhaps it 
does more credit to our human sym- 
pathy than to our economics, ft 
must be remembered credit is avail- 
able for sound projects without leg- 
islation. We are asked to belicve 
that the dominatin gfactor in caus- 
ing credit to be withheld is unrca- 
soning fear. If that were the case, 
Mr. Hoover’s remedies would be 
highly effective. I doubt that the 
problem is so simple.”

PARENTS 


By Alice Judson Beale 
~ “The Best Books.” 


HERB are innumerable sets of 

books and collections of stories 

that have long held prestige as 
jiterature for children. 

The classical itegends and the 
works of standard authors un- 
doubtedly remain among the best 
that literature has to offer them. 

We are likely to assume that be- 
cause these classie stories are good, 
because when we were young we 
loved them and because they were 
a determining factor in forming 
our own literary preferences, that 
therefore, they are best for every 
ehild. 

Yet, a child ung grow up with 
the liveliest delight in good litera- 
ture and never have reaq@ Alice in 
Wonderland or enjoyed Oliver 
Twist and Ivanhoe. 

We must, therefore, beware of 
assuming that all books which are 
good literature are good books for 
our particular children. We, of 
course, know nothing of the sort. 

All that we can do is to make 
these works available to our chil- 
dren by having them about the 
house and by trying to communi- 
cate our own eénthusiasm about 
them, 

in buying books for a child, we 
should be guided chiefly by his 
shown preferences. If he likes 
stories of mystery and adventure, 
let him have as many of them as 


-he likes but they should be the best 


of their kind. 

Most children are quick to ap- 
preciate the best of the thing that 
appeals to them. Stevenson's 
“Treasure Island” in spite of the 
fact that it is a required reading 
in some part of every child’s school 
course, continues to hold ita place 
mostly because it fs ene of the best 
pirate stories ever written. 

Through familiarity with good 
examples of the kind of story that 
he likes, a child’s pleasure in read- 
ing may be raised from a delight 
chiefly in what is false and trashy 
to an appreciation of what is réal-

DETAILS THE STORY 
OF HIS CONFESSION 


Testifies That Accused Law- 
yer, Learning He Had 
Been Trapped, Gave the 
Names of Alexander 
Berg’s Abductors. | 


Facing a blasted career as 4a 
lawyer, Paul A. Richards repeated- 
ly cried out “My God, I can’t go to 
the penitentiary,” as he confessed 
he was the kidnapers’ agent who 
had demanded $£0,000 ransom for 
the release of Alexander Berg, As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney Joseph A. 
Lennon testified yesterday in Kich- 
ards’ trial before Circuit Judge 
Pearcy on a charge of kidnaping 
for ransom. 

At the close of yesterday after- 


noon's session, Verne Lacy, chief 
counsel for the defense, announced 
that Richards would take the stand 
in his own defense. He said he 
planned to call seven other wit- 
nesses, including five who will tes- 
tify briefly. to Richards’ previous 


good reputation. , 

Circuit Attorney Miller declined 
to say wher We would close the 
State’s case, but Lacy said he was 
confident the evidence would all be 
before the jury by tomorrow after- 
noon, leaving arguments and in- 
structions of the court either for 
tomorrow night or Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

Lennon’s graphic account of the 
confession which followed Rich- 
ards’ realization that he had been 
‘trapped, confirmed the previous 
testimony of two important State's 
witnesses, John T. Rogers, Post. 
Dispatch reporter, and Mborris G. 
Levinson, Berg’s attorney. Pre- 
viously Rogers and Levinson had 
testified Richards had admitted he 
was agent of the kidnapers and 
Was to get $11,000 as his share of 
the demanded ransom. Kichards 
made the same admission to Len- 
non. 

Named Members of Gang. 

lennon testified that Richards 
not only admitted his part in the 
kidnaping conspiracy, but also gave 
him the names of the five other 
participants, all now under indict- 
ment except the leader, Charles 
Heuer, ex-convict, who was con- 
Victed last week and ordered im- 
prisoned on a 99-year sentence, and 
Charles Tucker, guard, who has 
Pleaded guilty. 

Those awaiting trial are George 
Peak, paroled murderer said to 
have pointed out Berg to the kid- 
napers as a likely victim; Curtis 
Medlock and Edward Barcume, ex- 
convict, who heiped Heuer kidnap 
the wealthy fur dealer on Lindel! 
boulevard near Euclid avenue the 
evening of Nov. 6, holding him four 
days in a furnished flat at 5084A 
Easton avenue. 

The Assistant Circuit Attorney 
eyed Richards calmly as he told 
how he obtained the confession. 
Out blinking. It was a tense scene. 
The suggestion of a smile lingered 
on Richards’ lips, but his large 
black eyes were grave. 

Lennon, sturdier of build than 
the boyish defendant, spoke im- 
Personally, almost coldly. deter- 
mined chin outthrust, blue eyes 
steady. Richards made notes now 
and then as the testimony proceed- 
ed, shifted in his seat once OF 
twice, ran slender fingers through 
4 curly mass of chestnut hair. 

Tells of Questioning Richards. 

Preliminary questions by Circuit 
Attorney Franklin Miller brought 
Out that Lennon was 32 years cid, 
two years the senior of Richa: ds. 
whom he had known for six vears 
&8 a fellow attorney. His assign- 
ment on the Circuit Attorney § 
staff, Lennon continued, placed » ™ 
with the grand juries and in the 
Coroner’s court as a matter -of 


routine, varied now and then by) 


work with the police on cases of 
Major importance. 

In the Berg kidnaping, he con- 
tinued, he had first seen Richards 
at 2:15 a m., Nov. 11, less than 
three hours after Berg had been 
released and allowed to return to 
his home in the Park Plaza +iotel. 

He did not talk to the lawyer at 
that time, he said, although he 
overheard him say to policemen 
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that he would make no statement.
